“All of the apartments have 
skylights, so the natural 
| lighting is very good,” Glenda 
| added. 
| In addition to skylights, 
the renovated units feature 
the original foldaway brass 
Murphy beds, Hoosier cabi- 
| nets and hardwood floors, 
built-in ironing boards, nine 
foot ceilings, high-speed 
Internet access, new claw foot 
tubs with showers, new 
plumbing and electrical sys- 
tems and secured entrances. 

“It’s a classy building with 
modern amenities and a con- 
venient downtown location,” 
said Lon Combs, managing 
director of CamVest: “The 
[Liberty] theater is next door. 
You can get coffee across the 
street at the Columbia River 
Bar & Grill. The [Lutz] hard- 
ware store is a block away, 
and the [Post-Record] news- 
paper office is down the 
street.”
